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Findings of the Commissioners Ap- 
pointed to Enquire into the Con- 
duct and Conditions of Meat Trade 
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FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDA. 
TIONS. 
Sheep Industry. 

1, That the government undertake 
sheep feeding experiments in connec- 
tion with cattle feeding experiments, 
.2. That the government bring in an 
importation of pure-bred sheep and 
distribute them in small lots through- 
out the Province. 

Pork Industry. 

3. That the government assist in 
the erection of one pork-packing plant 
to be located between Calgary and 
Edmonton, and that they take over 


the entire management of the  con- 
cern, 
Beef Industry. 
4, That the government éstablish 


three cattle feeding experiment sta- 
tions, distributing them properly 
throughout the province and conduct 
such experiments as will demonstrate 
the feasibility of the cattle-feeding 
business, 

5. That we do not deem it wise that 
the government take any active steps 
in the matter of a canning plant until 
the two plants now in the course of 
erection are in operation and results 
therefrom determined, 

6. That we do not find any combine 
in restraint of trade in the retail but 
chers’ trade, 

7. That legislation be enacted which 
will protect dumb animals from un 
necessary cruelty in the slaughter- 
house, and that it be made compul- 
sory for all animals to be shot in the 
head. 

8. That the Railway Commiesion b 
asked to compel the C.P.R, Company 
to run a weekly scheduled stock traiy 
this train to have right of way afte: 
passenger trains, That its rate of 


speed be at least twenty miles * an 
hour, not including the time cattk 
fare unloaded for feeding. 


9, That it be made compulsory fo: 
the shipper to unload his cattle once 
every 42 hours, and further that it 
be made unlawful for any company to 
carry stock Jonger than 42 hours. with- 
out seeing that it is unloaded, 

10, That all.complaints against the 
C.P.R. be taken up with the Rail- 
way Commission, and, further, that 
copies of the exerpts from the evi- 
dence which have been forwarded to 
the C.P.R, offices in Winnipeg be for- 
warded to the Railway Commission, 
and that they be asked to remedy the 
several grievances whieh are herein 
set forth. 

11. That the time which cattle may 


be held in the old country before 
slaughtering be increased to one 
month. 


12. That the government appoint a 
live stock commissioner, whose chief 
business it would be to attend to the 
marketing of Alberta export cattle, 
and that he be paid a regular salary 
by the government, and that the gov- 
ernment impose a uniform tax on all 
shippers according to the number of 
animals shipped by the said commis- 
sioner, 

13. That our investigation into the 
chilled meat trade has not been suffi 
cient to warrant us making any re 
commendations and that we respect- 
fully ask your considration upon the 
advisability of further investigation 
into this matter, 

14, That we have not found that 
there exists or has existed any com 
bination in restraint of or affecting 
trade in cattle, sheep, hogs or any 
meats or any or au of them in the 
province or elsewhere such as would 
infringe wpon the provisions of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, 

15. That stock yards are not con- 
ducted in a systematic manner, and 
we would therefore recommend that 
all stock yards be managed by the 
railway companies, 

16. That cattle should be bought and 
sold without shrink. 

17. That the brand inspection sys- 
tem now in vogue is worthless, and 
we therefore recommend all 
brand inspectors be dispensed with, 
and that the shipper of stock be ark- 
ed to furnish the transportation com- 
pany with an affidavit as to the num- 
bey of animals in his shipment, to- 
gether or with the set and brand, and 
that the owner or his agent furnish 
an affivadit of a similar nature un- 
less it can be proven that the shipper 
fad authority from the owner of the 
animal to do so. 

1s, That the present hide inspection 
law be most rigidly enforced, 

CONCLUSION. 


We regret to have to «tate that 
there were many questions in connec- 
tion with the meat trade which should 
have been investigated at points fur- 
ther east and in the old country, A 
knowledge of conditions“in Montreal, 
the difficulty of securing space, the 
marking and sorting of cattle, a know- 
ledge of conditions on the ocean voy- 
age, treatinent of stock in the old 
country, killing and marketing, com- 
parison of our stock with that sent 
from) other countries and various other 
gemmions are all matters which would 
nave aided us very materially in ar 
riving at a finding. 

As it is we believe that we have | 
been .obliged to stop at the place 
where {nvestigation was the most ne- 
cesary, ffad we been able to trace 
the Alberta steer from the range right 
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bh the consumer in the old country 

dat the same time investigate ir 
rorough detail the chilled meat sys 
em and familiarize ourselves with va 
rious questions, the details of whigh 
ye are largely ignorant, %ve would 
have been able to arrive at a finding 
sufficiently superior to the one now 
completed, as to much more than jus 
tify the additional expenditure.

It seems incredible now that a high 
scientific authority should have declared 
as recently as fitty years ago that wheat 
rrowing could never be made a sik 
n this continent west of the state 
Ohio, That declaration, made by John 
Klippart, a member of many learned so 
cieties, in his work on “The Wheat 
Vlant,” published in 1850, is one of the 
nany Interesting butters referred to in 
he little book entitled, “Wheat from 
anada’s Far North West, with some ac- 

sunt of Wheai-growing and Flour Mill- 
ing, Ancient and Modern,” which the 
Free Press has sent out acc mpanied by 
a diminutive barre} with staves, hoops 
and all complete—filled with flour made 
at the Hudson Bay, Company’s mills at 
Fort Vermilion, on the Peace River, the 
northermost mill on the continent, trom
